Chicago, June 5 <ZP(—Bread lines 
were forming today iii most of the 
nation's stores and bakeries as the 
country experienced its worst wheat 
shortage, but the Millers National 
Federation predicted relief in two or 
three weeks. 
However. Herm an Steen, executive 
secretary of the federation, said 
“this is the worst week the millers 
will have” and added that from 80 
to 90 per cent of the nation’s flour 
mills will shut down for lack of 
wheat to grind into flour. 
Scarcely 
any city 
escaped the 
pinch. 
However, two factors pointed to 
an upturn. They were the new win­ 
ter wheat crop, running 25 per cent 
above expectations, coming in in 
Texas and Oklahoma; and a plan 
by the D epartm ent of Agriculture 
to divert some foreign relief wheat 
stocks to the most acute domestic 
bread shortage areas.

into the 18 and 19 year old brack­ 
ets. 
That vote was 53 to 26. 
The leadership then put on steam 
in an effort to get the draft exten­ 
sion bill back to the House. 
It rammed through, 67 to 4, a 
graduated pay boast for enlisted 
men and non-commissioned officers 
that would give privates and ap­ 
prentice seaman, the lowest ranks, a 
50 per cent hike to $75 a month. 
Senators Gurney (R-S D>, Austin 
(R-VT) and Vandenberg (R-Mich) 
stoutly defended the need for con­ 
tinuing of the draft until next May 
15 with the present 20-year bottom 
age lowered again to 18

The late Don Marquis brought out j 
the same thought In a beautiful j 
poem that appeared many years ago 
in Collier’s Weekly, in which he 
s^ted th at he was “full of New 
Beginnings* 
The time NOT to give up is when 
you feel most like doing sol We 
make our most foolish mistakes 
while in an unhealthy mood. A very 
large number of our days are cloudy 
day ii but. as someone has said, “the 
shadows will be behind you when 
you walk into the light." There is 
no law of nature, or of Ood, that 
suggests we stay in an unhappy or 
disturbed mood. 
Ordered thinking Is a rare art. 
Without it. we are apt, many times.

Put Quarantine On 
‘New Castle’ Disease 


Under authority of the state live 
stock quarantine law, Secretary of 
Agriculture Miles Horst today offi­ 
cially proclaimed that a new di­ 
sease of poultry known as Newcastle 
Disease is of a transmissable char­ 
acter, and at the same time he 
provided for state quarantine regu­ 
lations effective June I. to cover the 
premises of owners where the ail­ 
ment should appear. 
The disease, which carries a po­ 
tential danger to the poultry in­ 
dustry’ if uncontrolled, has appeared 
on two poultry farms in this state. 
It is known to exist in nine states, 
including six eastern states in ad­ 
dition to Pennsylvania. The proc­ 
lamation declares. 
"Poultry, or a 
bird of any species, affected with, 
or exposed to, or suspected of be­ 
ing a carrier of, this disease, shall 
be subject to quarantine." 
The disease retards growth and 
reduces egg production. It is de­ 
scribed as "a serious respiratory 
and nervous malady of chickens,” 
but birds of some other species may 
be attacked, including turkeys. The 
infection 
produces symptoms like 
coryza and bronchitis, both common 
among chickens. Nervous symptoms 
and paralysis occur.

The opening of this plant now 
gives Greencastle the distinction of 
possessing the largest cold storage 
and processing plant in Pennsyl­ 
vania.
